The ultimatum of death versus a 


confession is not LclbOwitz's inven- 
tion. It is a strict interpretation of 
the grim facts set forth by Gov.

The governor and Leibowitz both 


feel that the kidnaping of the Lind- 
bergh baby was accomplished 
with 


the aid of accomplices. But the new 
investigation has encountered many 
obstacles. They are 
convinced it is 


next to impossible to solve thetcrime 
before the new electrocution day ar- 
rives, unless Hauptmann throws new 
light on the crime of March 1, 1932. 


Leibowitz hopes to be able to set 


Hauptmann alone Wednesday after- 
noon. But if the prisoner insists, the 
Manhattan attorney is willing to have 
either Lloyd 
Fisher, 
Hauptmann's 


chief lawyer, or Frederick Pope, Fish- 
er's associate, accompany him to the 
death house. Both these lawyers have 
agreed on Liebowilz's main point— 
namely that every legal resource has 
been exhausted.

just as early as possible without tak- 
ing too much risk from Into freezes) 
Bctlfr results are 
usually obtained- 


from planting in February in south- 
ern''Arkansas which Includes Hemp- 
stead county 


The outstanding varieties of onts fo 


spring planting in Arkansas are ITuI 
Rhum and Burt, according to informa 
tion receivctl from D. J. Burleson, Ex- 
tension Agronomist, University of Ar- 
kansas, College of Agriculture'. Kanota 
is a strain of Fulghiim grown in Kan- 
sas, and is suitable for spring plant- 
ing. 


Fulghum and Burt are earlier than 


the ordinary Red Rust Proof varieties 
such ,11 Applet Ferguson and ot.hcis. 
These later varieties may be spring 
planted, .but the fact that they mature 
la.ler causes a following crop of Jes- 
pe.dezn .to get a later start. 


A. field of oats, either fall or spring, 


is an excellent place to plant lespe- 
deza. About 20 pounds of lespedeza 
seed per aero, seeded in late February 
or early March, will produce good 
glaring Or « ciop of hay after the oats 
are harvested. ,The seed is sown after 
the oats arc up.
